1552 fading up a bit stronger, song; 1556 full ID, and bit of English 
in a song about telephone; 1603 sounds like an old-time-radio clip, 
1606 gone and apparently not coming back. Anyway, used up my 60-minute 
per day limit on this SDR (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

programming; 2116 music break; 2118 into English with Fernando 
recording from home, always off-the-cuff but maybe same thing we have 
heard before; music, at 2123 over to Chinese YL, as presumably they 
are running thru all 8 languages during the hour (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx AUSTRALIA. 11825, April 2 at 1447, YL with slow story in English, 
S9-S7; 1453 fading as OM explains story a little less slowly. Off at 
1500 recheck. HFCC shows at 1430-1500 it’s KNX = Reach Beyond 
Australia, Kununurra. Probably the ‘Spotlight’ evangelical show 
masquerading as language lesson (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx AUSTRIA. 6155, April 8 at 0549, classical music at S9/+10, better 
signal than usual, but noisy, in the last remnant of SW programming 
from this country, the token relay of 01 scheduled with 300 kW ND at 
0500-0620 except Sat/Sun to 0610. Remember when the end of this used 
to include a few minutes of news in English? Not any more. 


But I go looking for the website (not included on Hitlist --- Alan?) 
and finally find this for today at 7:33-7:52 am local time:

Urumqi, EAST TURKISTAN, land of imprisoning and brainwashing Uyghurs.

6145 & 6000, April 4 at 0534, RHC English equally weak and 
just barely modulated, while // 6060 & 6100 are both much stronger and 
well-modulated.

11880, April 5 at 1358, S9+20 open carrier prior to CRI 
relay, 1400 modulation comes up right on cue! CRI Plus opening with 
news of China sending medical experts to help Philippines; somewhat 
undermodulated but sufficient (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15370, April 5 at 2152, RHC is S9 of dead air; also 13740 
$9+20 but cut off at 2153x. 11850 DA. 11880 DA at S8, this one warming 
up prior to nominal 2200 start, but what about the others? Spanish 
tarde supposedly starts at 2100, already modulating ‘Formalmente 
Informal’ show on 11760 and much weaker 11670; at 2158, 9640 is too 
but suptorted. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK,

xx CUBA. 11760, Sunday April 5 at 2254, second play of “En Contacto’ I 
make a point of hearing, trying to copy details missed earlier tnx to 
Arnie’s hard-to-understand speech. The azimuth for 6145 he might have 
said 335 instead of 325 degrees (treinta sounds a lot like veinte), 
and still unreadable that for 6000. Closing credits uttered by the one 
who speaks, sounds like Yalina Cascaret, but no certainty about either 
spelling, instead of Marta Rios. This via Alexandria SDR, arriving 
somewhat distorted. Something's always wrong at RHC. Searching for 
name on website goes nowhere.

13650, April 8 at 2329, CRI relay ‘Portuguese’ service of 
music only is $9+20/30 but extremely suptorted. Something's always 
wrong at RadioCuba. Why in the world haven't they just turned off this 
failed service months ago? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA [and non]. 13605, April 3 at 1429, almost a week into A-20, 
now some jamming is becoming audible vs Radio Marti, and there is 
still some residual jamming on ex-13820 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

The channel 23 antenna is 331m above 
average terrain; the channel 51 unit was 458m. Best I can tell this 
change is permanent. 


I would imagine the higher power yields a more interference-immune 
signal for viewers in the immediate metropolitan OKC area, at the 
expense of those of you a bit further away. 


KOTV repacks in Phase 10. This begins May 2nd and runs through July 
3rd. The coronavirus emergency has delayed some Phase 8 and 9 moves. 
That’s likely to push back Phase 10, even if the virus is gone by 
May. 


KPXJ is on the KTBS tower (on “KTBS Road”..) just east of Mooringsport, 
LA. {Mooringsport is NW of Shreveport near the TX border, about 
halfway to Vivian - Enid distance 340 miles = 547 km} 


Regarding Escape on KDCU 31.3, this network somewhat unexpectedly 
changed its name to Court TV Mystery early this year.

WBCQ be still unable to change away from 9330 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 9330, April 6 at 0101, WLCR via WBCQ is still on here rather 
than A-20 registered 6195 for this hour; and still no sign of the 
other non-9330 frequencies unattainable (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 9330, April 8 at 1359-1400+, no signal from WLCR via WBCQ, 
nor on 13590 now registered starting at 1400. Are they keeping trying 
to get the 500 kW monster to QSY? 


9330, April 8 at 1708, now it’s on and audible but VP in English. Hard 
to believe it’s even half-power 250 kW at 300 degrees as registered if 
it were on 15105 at 15-19. 


Neither WBCQ nor WLCR make it easy to find their basic SW schedule!

Saturdays, hard-sell ad by Ted. FYI: hard-sell ads by Ted or anyone 
are immediate turn-offs for me. I will not buy xanythingx that is 
pestering me to do so! (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 5085, UT Sun Apr 5 at 0030 check, WTWW-2 with “*“TONITO’ in 
progress (Theatre Organ not in the Ozarx), so I switch to $tereo 


webcast. 0052 mixed with music are growls, from a cat?! 0055 Bob Heil 
wraps up Saying it was guest organist Len playing, 0056 back to rock 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 17775-, Saturday April 4 at 1524, no signal from KVOH, maybe 
on but zero propagation. Trying to confirm where ‘Wavescan’ is really 
airing as scheduled. Recheck at 1800, certainly on now in 
Saturday-only English, off-frequency minus (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 15745-15750-15755, April 6 at 1532, poor DRM noise from 
WINB; was not audible at all at 1440 tho supposedly runs 11-17 UT M-F 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k US A. 15555-USB, April 7 at 2216, WJHR gospel huxter is still on 
past 2200 but even propagating at S5 level; must benefit from a bit of 
HF sporadic E (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 5970, April 8 at 2327, S9+10 of dead air; must be WEWN on 
early from second Spanish transmitter not scheduled to start until 
0000; first one is still on 12050, VP with music. BTW, HFCC shows they 
also employ two different antennas, a 206 and a 218 respectively at 5 
degrees difference in azimuth, and both 500 kW transmitters run at 
only 100. I wonder if they are still operable if desired or affordable 
at 500? IIRC they used to be registered as 350 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 1520, April 2 at 0450 UT, KOKC OKC has heavy CCI, soon 
recognized as 25 kW daytimer KYND, with Bill Turner's barker loop 
trying to attract programming to available airtime (even at night?); 
call him at 373-1520, area code missed; *°1520 AM, KYND 
Cypress-Houston’* unashamedly cheating at night (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx US A. I know something is up at 1458 UT April 7, as KHCC Radio

15. 15 would most likely be KSNW Wichita, ex-45. 7: full-powers still 

exist in Hays and Pittsburg KS; Amarillo, Austin, Odessa, Tyler TX 

plus numerous low-powers; nothing in OK except KOCO. 


I sit on RF 32 which shows signs of reaching decode threshold, and it 
does briefly at 1620, with a CW 33 bug in LR, and PSIP as 33-1 KDAF-DT 
--- that’s 780 kW in Dallas TX; gone before I can check out its 


subchannels. 


RF 26, April 7 at 1625, this one decodes as 24-1 FOX, which isn’t very 
helpful, but must be 350 kW from the opposite direxion, KSAS-TV 
Wichita; subs are 24-2 TBD and 24-3 Comet; contrary to W9WI.com which 
has 24-2 as GetTV. The only other 24-1 Fox on RF 26 is Macon GA, no 
way here (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) see also OKLAHOMA [and non]

*““Now, WWV's signal is stronger at 0243 UT, but RTTY is still very 
strong at 5000.63, 5001.49, 5002.32, 5003.19, 5004.0 kHz. 
Maybe it is Fax. If so it’s about 3 kHz wide. Chuck Gessner, W30N*° 


““I've been running TDOA analysis on various receivers in the Kiwi SDR 
network in the East and Midwest. It consistently shows a likely source 
along an axis from central Indiana, up towards Chicago. The 
transmission is indeed VERY strong on individual Kiwis near Chicago, 
Indianapolis and Minneapolis. Jim Barrett, Elmira, NY'° 


Wow. Thanks for the replies. I just turned on my Icom 756 transceiver 
at 1630 UT on Thursday, and I am hearing it loud. And that is 1230 pm 
EDT. I tried listening on my Cushcraft MA5B beam to see if there is 
any difference in signal level. It is mostly consistent with an S3 to 
S7 in most directions. At 300 degrees it was peaking from S4 to S9. I 
would suspect that under normal conditions propagation on 5 MHz would 
be about 500 to 700 miles from my location near Pittsburgh. As someone 
said, it is probably a goof on someone's part. But who? 73 de Chuck

UNIDENTIFIED. 5000+, by April 3, the FSK/RTTY QRM on the high side of 
WWV, has gone away. Meanwhile, further discussion of it, first from 
the MARE Tipsheet: 


*““Jamie Tolbert: I wonder if that’s the new stock exchange type 
communications system that was on the 20m ham band last year; has to 
do with the Chicago stock exchange. They didn’t seem to care they were 
on 20m last year until someone told them about it. °° 


““Charles Gessner: I have been hearing it most of today. I started at 
1630 UT-it was strong at my home in W.Pa. I then tried again at 0030 
UT. It is still very strong. As said before someone has done a TDOA 
direction finding study using online SDRs and determined that it was 
on an azimuth northwards towards Chicago from Indiana. It is 
continuous, that’s for sure. Oh well.’ 


And then on the WOR io group: 

“Hmm. I just turned on my receiver here at 1425 UTC on Friday April 
3rd, It appears that those FSK signals have disappeared. Strange how 
that happened. I will check Facebook to see if anyone on the Short 
Wave Listening group has any reports. I am hearing WWV on 5 MHz ata 
solid S5 signal, with nothing else heard. 73 de Chuck W30N Gessner’ ° 


““‘Whatever it was, it appears to be gone now at 1600 UTC on 3 April. 
Early this morning, the signal reverted to a standard 850 Hz FSK 
transmission, centered about 5.002 MHz, but I don’t hear it now in 
upstate NY, or on any of the Kiwi network receivers that were 
receiving it yesterday. Jim Barrett. Elmira NY’° 


*“Apparently now solved but here’s a theory - Some years ago when I 
was selling HF radios for commercial and government applications. We 
had a customer that programmed one of their preset channels to exactly 
10 MHz for receiving WWV for frequency calibration purposes. One day 
there was a microprocessor glitch and the unit came up on on exactly 
10 MHz and was key-down at 100W for several days. In those days the 
FCC was a lot more active and tracked it down to the embarrassed 
organization! Anyway, my theory is that something like that could have 
happened here, this time to WWV on 5 MHz. Bob LaRose W6ACU San Diego’*

UNIDENTIFIED. 15545.445-USB approx, April 6 at 1442, JBA 2-way seems 
Spanish but not certain; INTRUDERS may have a thing for *‘cute’° 
frequency choices (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 18155.9-USB, April 5 at 2145, ham reminiscing about 
equipment of yesteryear. 


18137-USB, April 5 at 2146, ham in Italian but probably not Italy; 
pileup replies, one in Spanish; handles are Giovanni and Nando. Soon 
they finish with 73s and NO IDs. 


I am logging these merely to note that the 18 MHz band is open at 
least NorthAmerically, by HF sporadic E; but not the 21 MHz band. 


Lower band nearby broadcasters are however also getting Es boosts far 
beyond their normal JBA levels: 15610 WEWN S9+25; 15555-U WJHR even 
S9+10; 15825 WWCR squealing S9+25; 15770 WRMI S9+25; 13845 WWCR S9+35
